Little Change in Situation 


At Seat of Eastern

St. Petersburg, April 24.—Vice Ad- 


miral Rojestvensky continues his pol- 
icy of strategic silence, and has an- 
swered the admiralty's message of 
last Saturday pointing out the posi- 
tion of the French government on 
neutrality regulations only by put- 
ting to sea, giving no intimation of 
his plans or destination. Russian 
naval circles would not be surprised 
if It should develop that the squadron 
had been already two days or more 
on the way northward when the in- 
structions were cabled to him, and 
thatjthe admiralty was aware of this 
when the message was sent, asking 
the admiral to move outside the three- 
mile limit if he happened to be in 
French territory waters. A prominent 
naval officer here called the present 
etage of affairs "a game of naval hide 
and seek," and declared that the ad- 
miralty was 
justified 
in 
sending 


elusive dispatches, especially as there 
was reason to believe that one motive 
of Japan in pressing the question was 
the desire to learn the exact position 
of Rojestvensky's squadron.

universities, the real spirit of university life is lacking, for the students 
are denied the right of free thought and free speech.

Only a small fragment of the trained intellect of the country has

The artist makes a model first, not 


always life size, but almost none of 
them actually does the cutting in the 
marble. This work is Intrusted to high- 
ly skilled artisans, who do the work 
under their direction, and, the sculp- 
tors superintend 
all the finishing 


touches and even occasionally do some 
of the cutting on the face and hands. 
The actual cutting of the stone is a 
most difficult process and requires 
great expert skill. In case a full sized 
model is made the sculptor sends it to 
a professional marble cutter, who 
roughly shapes the block. The general 
shape is often given to the block be- 
fore it leaves the marble yard to save 
the extra freight. The rough carving 
is then done by the marble cutter, who 
«o shr.pes the block as to give it the 
general outline of the figure to be re- 
produced. He drills a series of holes 
in the block, the depth of each of which 
corresponds to «n external point of 
the statue supposed to be inclosed in 
the stone. 
After a sufficient number 


of these holes have been made in the 
stone he removes the entire perforated 
portion, and what remains gives the 
broad lines of the statue.

Joseph 
Jefferson was also the name of Mr. 
Jefferson's father and grandfather, 
And all were actors of good repute. 
Mr. Jefferson was president of the 
Players' club of New York. With Ed- 
win Booth, Lawrence Barrett, Augus- 
tln Daly, A. M. Palmer, Brander Mat- 
thews, John Drew, S. L. Clemens and 
several others, Mr. Jefferson signed 
mrtlcles of incorporation.

In the United States 
circuit court here he filed an action 
against the society asking for the ap- 
pointment of a leceiver df the surplus 
fund; an accounting for the benefit 
of himself and other policy-holders 
that may join him in the proceedings, 
and an 
injunction to prevent the 


society holding the surplus. Brown 
alleges that the society's officials 
have disregarded their trust and have 
not paid his proportion of the net sur- 
plus. His counsel have issued a 
statement saying that the huge sur- 
plus of the society is not legally re- 
tained fiom the polrcv-holders nor 
lawfully used by the society, and that 
the profits due the policy-holders, ex- 
cept the 7 per cent dividends, is now 
attempted to toe swept aside by the 
stockholders' claims 


Two other phases of the Equitable 


controversy were in court. Justice 
Morgan, in the supreme court, re- 
served decision In the case of Herbert 
G. Tull, a policy-holder, who applied 
for an injunction restraining the so- 
ciety's, officers from taking any fur- 
ther proceedings to obtain an amend- 
ed charter for the society. Mr. Tull's 
counsel attacked the proposed charter 
as a "blind" which really gave the 
policy-holders nothing.
